AFRAID TO GIVE TESTIMONY. 


Witnesses Give Evidence with Reluctance, 
Fearing Violence. 

Proofs of the outrageous character of the 
fraud and intimidation practiced by the gang 
Democrats in the Fifteenth Precinct of the 
Twenty-ninth Ward are rapidly accumulating 
in spite of the reluctance of eye-witnesses to 
give their testimony. They say that their 
property and personal safety would be greatly 
endangered if they should give their unbiased 
testimony asto the actual occurrences at the 
polling-place Tuesday. One man, a German 
doing business on Ashland avenue a short dis- 
tance from the polls, said yesterday : 

„ was a Republican before I came into 
this neighborhood about a year ago, but I 
soon saw that I either had to change my pol- 
ities or seek a new location. As I had estab- 
lished a fair trade I took the former alterna- 
tive and became a Democrat. Last fall I was 
compelled to register and vote the ‘ gang , 
ticket under pain of the displeasure of the 
crowd of tough heelers who control matters 
in this precinct. Tuesday I made up my 
mind not to vote at all, but was sent for by 
the ‘gang’ and compelled under threats to go 
to the polls and vote a straight Cregier ticket. 
I staid about the polling-place for some time 
and saw a number of men who were trying to 
reach the polls with Harrison tickets crowded 
out and forced to the rear by the gang. No 
policemen were in sight and they had matters 
all their own way. 

This man’s case was only one of a number 
who fared similarly. He requested the re- 
porter to suppress his name. If my name 
was published in connection with these state- 
ments,“ he added, before tomorrow night 
my store windows would be smashed by the 
toughs and my stock gutted.” 

At the Stock-Yards the astonishment at the 
result in the Fifteenth Precinct as shown by 
the police returns was general, and expres- 
sions were freely heard as to the scandalous 
methods. of the gang. Said one man, a 
foreman for one of the large packing-houses: 

„1 know that there were more Harrison 
men under. me that had a vote in that pre- 
cinct than the returns showed. When Carter 
Harrison spoke out here hé was given a rous- 
ing reception, and there was beyond doubt a 
friendly feeling for him among the men. 
That this feeling should have materialized in 
only nineteen votes is simply absurd. Every 
man at the yards knows that Harrison’s popu- 
larity was much greater than Cregier’s, who, 
according to the returns, shows up with 502 
votes. | 

A man who has large business interests in 
that precinct—like the others he does not 
want his name known—says that intimidation 
was the order of the day, and that the election 
was the veriest farce.

CHARGED WITH ELECTION FRAUDS. 


Warrants Issued for the Arrest of Two 
Judges—Other Developments. 

Warrants were issued yesterday for the ar- 
rest of John Flaherty ana P. F. Cummings, 
who were Democratic judges of election in 
the Eighth Precinct of the Sixth Ward. They 
will be charged with abstracting Hempstead 
Washburne ballots and replacing them with 
Cregier ballots. 

Frank Brantigan, the Republican judge, and 
J. S. Norton, Republican clerk, in this pre- 
cinct, yesterday afternoon substantiated the 
statements credited to them in Tus Trisunz. 

Flaherty and Cummings, the Democratic 
judges; could not be found yesterday, al- 
though Deputy Sheriffs searched all their ac- 
customed haunts, 

Attorney E. R. Bliss; who has been retained 
by the Republican Central Committee to 
prosecute violators of the election law, says that 
on six distinct charges for penitentiary 
offenses he has now sufficient evidence to con- 
vict Flaherty and Cummings; that the state- 
ments of Brantigan and Morton were sup- 
ported by independent evidence. | 

Joseph McCormick, the Republican chal- 
lenger who was thrown out of this polling 
place by Ald. O’Brien and others, is very low 
at his home, suffering from the beating he re- 
ceived at the hands of the Democratic 
66 thumpers.”’ 

The judges, Doherty and Cummings, are 
said to have destroyed a large number of Car- 
ter Harrison ballots and substituted Cregier 
ballots. The Hempstead Washburne vote 
was reduced only six, The precinct 1s strongly 
Democratic, it being one of those controlled 
by Ald, Burke. Se 3 

Judge Brantigan and Clerk Morton added 
to their statements made in Tun Trisunz of 
Friday. Their assertions are vouched for by 
P. N. Halway, a real-estate dealer of that neigh- 
borhood. Judge Brantigan said yesterday: The 
polling-place was in a small room offa grocery 
store on Wallace street. All the hoodlums in 
the neighborhood were allowed to crowd in 
and the police refused to put them out. We 
were powerless to do anything. Morton was 
taken sick and had to leave. The Harrison 
Democrats and the Republicans were all re- 
fused admission or gotten out of the 
room on some pretext or other. We counted 
the votes, but the Democrats refused to take 
my count. On the first count O’Brien, Demo- 
crat, had 217 votes and Reed, Independent, 
136. Every time they recounted (’Brien’s 
figures crept up. Then a row was started be- 
tween O’Brien and a Republican ticket-ped- 
dler, and when it was over Reed had lost more 
votes, many of his pasters having been torn 
off. Then O’Brien and his gang made a rush 
for the votes, I grabbed what I could, but 
the others got many of them. The Demo- 
cratic judges made up the tally-sheet and 
asked me te sign it, which I did.“ 

„Why did you sign it?“ 

Because I was afraid to refuse.“ 

Warrants are said to have been issued yes- 
terday afternoon for the prominent Cregier 
Democrats in official position so far as elec- 
tion work was concerned in the Fifteenth Pre- 
cinct of the Twenty-ninth Ward, and in the 
Fifteenth and Nineteenth Precincts of the 
Thirtieth Ward. 

The attorneys employed by the Republican 
Central Committee refused to talk about the 
evidence which was accumulating in their 
hands as to frauds committed by Cregier 
clerks and judges in other precincts. Evi- 
dende has been placed in the hands of Attor- 
neys Underwood and Bliss by the Republican 
Central Committee of a number of frauds per- 
petrated by the Cregier Democrats and war- 
rants will be issued for the arrest of these 
violators of the law as soon as the evidence is 
all handed in to the attorneys. Several war- 
rants will be issued today in these cases. 


INVESTIGATIONS IN OTHER PLACES. 


Evidence of Crooked Work Being Gathered 
in a Number of Precincts, 

There are two precincts of .the Thirty-third 
Ward now under investigation by the Repub- 
lean campaign managers. One of these is 
the rolling-mill precinct at South Chigago. 
The other is the Polish precinct near the Balti- 
more and Ohio car shops. 

At the polling-place of one of these precincts 
the box was concealed from the view of the 
voter. The window was boarded high. The 
vote was handed in through a crevice in the 
boards. After the count was over a large 
number of ballots were found on the floor. 
The result in this precinct was announced as 
826 for Cregier, 16 for Harrison, 38 for Wash- 
burne. There is enough evidence in the hands 
of the Republicans to secure the successful 
prosecution of at least two of the judges of 
this precinct and of a certain Democratic 
leader at South Chicago who trades on the 
fact that he controls the Polish vote. 

Investigation is also proceeding as to the 
operations in the Seventh Precinct of the First 
Ward, where Patsey King, a gambier, and 
“ Pete” Larkin, a South Chicago policeman, 
ran things to suit themselves while three other 
policemen, Stars 177, 154, and 127, looked on 
and said they could do nothing. The Repub- 
lican challenger was driven away from the 
poll. The Captain of the Republican ped- 
dlers then tried to exercise his right to chal- 
lenge, but was threatened with punishment if 
he persisted. He was forced to desist. 

In the Third Precinct of the Twenty-eighth 
Ward the policeman on duty took the Harri- 
son tickets away from the Bohemian voters 
and compelled them to vote for Cregier, 

It is claimed by many leaders that if Harri- 
son had a fair show he would have polled as 
many if not more votes than Cregier.

SHEA DENIES THAT HE INTERFERED. 


The Accusation Against the Police Captain 
Calls Out a Letter. 


The charge against Police Capt. John D. 
Shea that he interfered in an illegal and un- 
warranted manner with the count of the bal 
lots in the Eighth Precinct of the Sixth Ward 
brought out this letter from Shea to Chief 
Marsh: 

F. H. Marsh, General Superintendent of Police 
—Sir: Youcansee by attached article, clipped 
from a morning paper, that I am accused of being 
a party to some alleged misconduct the night of 
election with regard to the Eighth Precinctof the 
Sixth Ward. I desire to state that at no time dur- 
ing the evening was I in or near that voting place, 
nor did I see Ald.

I went down-town about 11:30 election 
night and got to the City-Hall about 12:30, 
and if you will remember you asked me if I knew 
why those precincts in the Sixth were not in, as at 
that time there were two or three to be heard 
from. I told you that I did not know. Lou re- 
quested me to go back and see what the matter 
was. I wenttothe Harrison Street Station and 
telephoned the Thirty-fifth Street Station and 
asked if those precincts had come in. The desk 
sergeant answered No.“ I then took a cab and 
drove back tothe Eighth Precinct. That was 
about 1:45a.m. At that time the judges had the 
votes counted and locked up in the ballot-box and 
were fixing their tally-sheets. 1 rapped on the 
door and was admitted and asked the ju 
what was the cause of the delayin that precinct. 
One of them replied, ‘*We will be through in a 
few minutes,” and I said to him, Can't you give 
me the vote on the head of the ticket? He 
answered “Ican.” Sol tooka piece of paper 
and put it down as he gave it to me, I then went 
to my station and telephened the result to police 
headquarters and the officer in charge took the 
police report down later on. That was the first 
time that night that I was near that polling place,

HOW TO DETECT ELECTION FRAUDS. 


E. Wakeley Advises the Publication of 
Names of Men Checked Off as Voting. 


Caicaco, April 10.— [Editor of The Tribune. ]—I 
am glad to see you publish the list of the regis 
terec voters of a precinct. If the returns show 
all voted it is sufficient as you have it: other- 
wise there should be published the names. or 
there shouid be a mark to indicate who actually 
voted, and the people could then see whether 
they had been put down as voting or not. 

Right after the election there should be a publi-

Wasnuineton, D. C., April 9,—I deeply regret 
that I cannot be present at the jubilee of the 
New York Tribune. 

It would be a grateful task to testify in public 
to the esteem I have long held in private of this 
great newspaper. Nolimit canbe placed upon 
the influence of a journal conducted with the 
ability and the just moderation which distinguish 


the Tribune. 
Official duties forbid my leaving Washington at 
this time; but offe, lam sure, will not be missed 
from the great cloud of witnesses who will join in 
celebrating a half century of. progress and pros- 
perity. Very sincerely yours, 
Jauss G. BLAINE. 
Mr. Blaine's name was received with rounds 


of applause. 

Then the Chairman introduced Maj, Mc- 
Kinley. His appearance created more ap- 
plause. 

Mr. McKinley spoke upon the Tribune 
and the cause of protection to American in- 
dustry. The whole subject, he said, was one 
of practical business, of (National and individ- 
ual ‘well-being. Which tariff system will beat 
provide the public revenues with the least bur- 
den upon the people, which, while doing this, 
will promote rather than retard the welfare of 
the people and the prosperity of the country? 

Of the new tariff law he said it puts no fet- 
ters on trade, but removes such as were no 
longer required for our own defense and the 
needs of the Treasury. it makes reciprocity 
possible, which has heretofote been next to 
im possible. 

Chauncey Depew’s Address. 

Mr. McElroy then presented Chauncey M. 
Depew. Mr. Depew spoke on The Tribune, 
Past and Present. Among other things he 
said: 

Itis onlya great party newspaper which can 
command continued confidence and devotion. It 
is by the common sorrows of numerous defeats 
that people become attached to a leader or an 
organ. The independent press has a i 
place and performs a great and useful work under 
republican institutions. But it can have no stable 
constituency. Its friends today may be its ene- 
mies tomorrow. The party journal is our popular 
school of political economy. Its students never 
graduate nor abate their enthusiasm. The utter- 
ance of the editor is the opinion of the elector 
and the inspiration of the Senator. 

Upon these lines the life of the Tribune has 
been a half century of unparalleled power and 
influence. It has rarely made a mistake, and the 
roll of the illustrious statesmen who have 
owed their fame and progress to the support of 
the Tribune is the muster of the most brilliant 
and useful members of the Senate and House, 
Cabinet Ministers, and Governors of States. 

Dr. Depew then spoke of some of the early 
writers of the Tribune, among them being 
Bayard Taylor, George Ripley, and Richard 
Hildreth. Continumg he said: 

That Henry T. Raymond should have worked 
upon the paper at its beginning at $8 a week and 
died in the prime of life a statesman of National 
fame, a journalist of great reputation, and the 
founder of a powerful newspaper, that Charles A. 
Dana should have been its managing editor 
under Horace Greeley in its youth on the pay of 
$14 a week and today be the Nestor of his profes- 
sion, full of weil-won honors and well-earned 
prosperity, the creator, the head, the heart, and 
the controller of one of the greatest of American 
journals is evidence of the Tribune spirit and the 
progress of the century. 

None of the eminent men in American journal- 
ism were born tothe purple; ali of them have 
sprung from the ranks. Greeley, Bennett, Ray- 
mond, Weed, Dana, Reid, Childs, Pulitzer came 
from the people. Personal experience taught them 
the hardships of struggle, the pleasure of victory, 
the satisfaction of independence, and put them in 
touch and sympathy with the masses. Horace 
Greeley was an admirable representative of those 
to whom Abrabam Lincoln bel and whom he 
liked to style common people.“ In the directuess, 
rigor. and power of his editorials he had no 
equals. He led and moved millions, and no writer 
ever had a following so numerous and so loyal. 
He saw his cherished paper rise from nothing to 
be one of the greatest of American journals and 
then suddenly threatened with ruin in the catas- 
trophe of 1872 which caused his death. 

But he left a successor who was equal to the 
emergency and better able to supply the needs 
and grasp the spirit of the times. The Tribune 
in its hour of danger was rescued and placed 
upon sure foundations and raised to power 
and prosperity by the genius of Whitelaw 
Reid. He had youth, indomitable courage, 
and training in the traditions of the paper. He 
possessed experience with the army and with pub- 
lic life at the National Capital. He won the de- 
voted attachment of the old staff, and added to it 


the enthusiasm and ardor of the able men of his 
i in his service.

Horace 
Greeley was always the defender of the weak, 
the friend of the oppressed, the liberator of 
the slave. Lastly he stood by the men who 
till the soil. Agriculture was a passion. It 
was his love of crops and cattle, his vision of 
growing grain and loaded vineyards and 
orchards, his love of rural. farmers’ homes 
that never permitted him to cease crying out: 
Go West, young man. : 

A poem was next read by Edmund Clarence 
Stedman, “On the Old Deck,” dealing with 
the birth, voyage, and present sailing of the 
Tribune craft. Following this came the clos- 
ing address, by George William Curtis. Mr. 
Curtis in part said: i 

The Tribune was the commanding, persistent, 
penetrating voice that aroused, instructed, per- 
suaded, and inspired the public sentiment which 
at last accomplished the greatest act of the cent 
ury—the abolition of American slavery without 
tbe dissolution of the American Union. The 
power of the paper was largely dueto popular 
faith in the editor, Horace Greeley. His large in- 
formation, his ready resource, his deadly earnest- 
ness, his grim humor, his crisp and incisive 
style made his articles, upon subjects in which 
he was interested, the effective blows of a 
trip-hammer. In those days reading the Tribune 
in the farm-house was a part of family prayers. 
He was felt to be a representative American, not 
indeed because he flattered the mob, nor because 
he was said sometimes to stpff his trousers into 
his boots, or to tie his cravat under his ear, or 
forget his collar or ond sleeve, nor because of any 
eccentricity of dress or conduct. It was because, 
with all his fond faith in America and American 
institutions, he knew. as the German proverb 
says, that behind the mountains there are also 


men. 
To you, fellow- soldiers of the Tribune, I say 
that the power of the press is the measure of its 
responsibility. Every man whois enrolled in its 
service is bound in honor by the solemn charge 
that consecrated the Knights of old. I do not al- 
ways keep step to the music. I like to think that 
we both march in tune with Abraham Lincoln’s 
sublime battie-cry in the good fight for 
peace and progress. . *

Manufacturers of Piumbers’ Copperware 
Combine to Restrict Production. 

Nzw Yor, April 10.—[Special.|—-The brok- 
ers on the New York Metal Exchange were 
amused today at the announcements in some 
of the newspapers that a copper trust had 
been formed,“ that prices were to go sky- 
ward.“ and that preparations for a gigantic 
combine had been made in this city. The 
Secretary of the Metal Exchange said: 

It is simply a combine of manufacturers 
and retailers of copper goods used in the 
plumbing business to restrict the manufacture 
and raise prices. It has no more to do with 
the output of copper or the price of the metal 
itself than ——— an increase in the retail 
price of a packet of chewing tobacco by the 
corner tobacconist.”’

GIVE THE FAIR A MILLION DOLLARS. 

Mr. Merritt’s bill making an appropriation 
of only $500,000 for the Illinois exhibit at the 
World's Fair will not do at all. It is a nar. 
row, short-sighted measure, and its passage 
would do strious harm to the prospects of the 
Exposition. 

The author of this bill says that if it turns 
otit that more money is needed than the half- 
million he proposes to allow the Legi - lature 
which meets in 1898 can give it. The con- 
clusion which will be reached at once all over 
the country will be that Illinois thinks so little 
of a World's Fair to be held in its own chief 
city that it will give but $500,000 towards it, 
and that consequently there is no reason why 
other States or their citizens should bother 
particularly about their.exhibite. All will 
think that the talk about further appropria- 
tions in the spring of 1893 just before the Fair 
opens is mere wind. If Illinois gives liber 
ally other States will imitate its example; if 
it gives grudgingly the idea will go abroad 
that the Pair will not amount to anything. 

Those who have looked over the ground and 
figured out what a creditable Illinois exhibit 
will cost know that half a million is not 
enough. The State building alone will cost 
$300,000. Since the million will be needed, ap- 
propriate it now and do not foree those who are 
in charge of the exhibit to go on with their 
work in a state of uncertainty as to the 
amount they will be able to expend. Since 
they cannot take any chances of possible ap- 
propriations two years hence, and can incur 
no debts, they will be obliged to pate down 
the exhibit to a starveling half-million concern. 

The Legislature can give a million now 
without burdening the taxpayers. It has just 
received from the General Government nearly 
that sum as a direct tax refund. If only half 
a million is appropriated now the rest of that 
direct tax money will be appropriated for 
other purposes. Then, when 1893 comes 
around and $500,000 more is asked for for 
World's Fair purposes, the demagogues of 
that day will say, In order to raise that sum 
it will be necessary to increase the taxes on 
the people and they will not stand it.” The 
probabilities are they would defeat the appro- 
priation. Grants of money for meritorious 
purposes have a hard time of it always. Only 
the fraudulent and extravagant appropriations 
get through easily. 

The success of the Fair depends largely on 
Illinois, for the rest of the country will take 
its cue from this State. That being the case 
—and the money needed being on hand, so 
that no taxpayer will be called on for a cent 
—knock out the. half-million appropriation 
and substitute a million dollar one. The 
people of Illinois are overwhelmingly in favor 
of it. 


INSANE DEMOCRATIC HATRED OF BLAINE. 

A few days ago nearly every Democratic pa- 
per in the country had a dispatch to the effect 
that President Harrison had snubbea Mr. 
Blaine and also the Canadian Commission- 
ers who had gone to Washington “on Mr. 
Blaine’s invitation to help write a reciprocity 
treaty between this country and Canada’’— 
that the Secretary of State had taken it upon 
himself to initiate certain negotiations, and 
that the President had told him to let the mat- 
ter alone until he got back from his proposed 
Western trip. 

Only one Den.ocratic paper—the New York 
Evening Post—has had the fairness to state the 
facts as they were and as they have already 
been given in Taz Tristne. It says: 

It is undoubtedly true that the President pre- 
ferred that the consultation should be deferred 
till he was able to be within reach of the parties, 
as th subject was one which he felt ought to be 
handled with great caution. But there was no 
snub to Secretary Blaine either given or intended. 
The whole Cabinet are agreed in considering the 
question of reciprocity with Canada of vastly 
more delicacy and importance than that of reci- 
procity with any of the South American States. 
All the Cabinet are likely to take a 1 in the 
coming discussion. 

Reeiproeity with Canada stands on a very 
different footing from the reciprocity agree- 


| ments with the Latin-American countries. 


The latter are made under the Aldrich amend- 
ment of the McKinley bill. They require no 
action by the Senate or the House. All that 
is needed is for the Secretary of State to im- 
press on the representatives of South and 
Central Amerie¢ah States the advisability, of 
urging their respective Governments to take 
advantage of the offer the United States has 
mude them. He has succeeded with Brazil 
and will doso with all the Latin-American 
States except, perhaps, Argentina, which of all 
the articles mentioned in the Aldrich amend- 
ment produces only hides. It is a competitor 
of the United States in wheat, and another of 
its great staples, wool, is also produced in this 
country. 

So it is an easy matter to make a reciprocity 
agreement with the tropical lands to the south 
of us. But it is quite different when it comes 
to including in the American Zollverein a tier 
of seven States stretching from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific immediately to the north of the 
United States; and whose products, natural 
and artificaak compete with those of this eoun- 
try. Canada grows wheat, barley, potatoes, 
and other vegetablés, So doés the United 
States. It has coal, iron and copper ores, 
fish, lumber, and farm animals. So has this 
country. It has iron, cotton, and woolen 
manufactures. S0 has this country. 

The,two seetiohs compete at nearly every 
point. Hence the reciprocity clause of the 
Tariff bill has no application, Before there 
Can de reciprocity with Canada the Senate 
must have ratified any treaty which may be 
made and the House of Representatives must 
have agreed to the necessary tariff legislation. 
So important are the interests involved that 
the subject is necessarily a Cabinet one. The 
President should be present when the matter 
is discussed, as well as the Secretary of State. 
So should the Secretary of the Treasury, for 
his department is interested. So should the 
Secretary of Agriculture, who looks after the 
gteat agricultural interests of the country, 
and whe should know how they will be affectea 
by reciprocity. In short, when the topio for 
consideration is commercial union with the 
fiye million people along the Northern border 
every Cabinet officer should be present.

REPEAL OF THE SUGAR DUTIES. 

During the Congressional campaign last fall 
many of our estimable friends~the merchants— 
throughout the length and breadth of the land 
worked against the Republican party, and their 
tens of thousands of clerks did likewise. -** High- 
er prices owing to the McKinley bill,” was the cry 
that went out from every place where goods were 
sold. From this time on the influence of those en- 
gaged in merchandising will be for instead of 
against the McKinley law and the Republican 
party. Every one of the 175,000 grocers in the 
country and their 350,000 clerks are today inform- 
ing their customers that sugar has dropped one- 
third in price because the McKinley law abol- 


ished the duty on 1 April 1.% Every family 
in the country will be buying sugar this week at 
twenty pounds or more for a dollar instead of 
thirteen or fourteen as heretofore. It is a big 
thing for the country—dbout $65,000,000 a year 
and a big thing for the McKinley law. And the 
reduction will go right on advertising the benef- 
icence of that measure until the Presidential 
election of 1892.—Cleveland Leader. 

Our e. c. has got its big thing for the 
country about 80 per cent too large, as 
the duties remitted are $56,000,000 instead of 
$65,000,000, as the Leader states, and from 
that sum must be deducted the drawback 
bounties to be paid out of the public purse 
to the growers of domestic sugars and mo- 
lasses—nearly all te Louisiana planters—of 
niné to ten millions. Deducting this sum 
from the repealed duties of 56 millions and 
there will be 47 millions of saving instead of 
65 millions, which will be about 70 cents per 
capita instead of u dollar, as the Leader 
claims. 

The Leader’s assertion is that the reduction 
of the tax all inures to the consumer. Admit- 
ting this to be true, then it follows that the 
consumer pays the duty tax. But McKinley, 
of whom the Leader is the home organ in 
Ohio, contends that the exporter pays the tax. 
McKinley, in all his electioneering speeches 
last fall, declared that he hated cheap things 
—cheap goods—because that meant cheap 
wages and cheap men.“ But his organ boasts 
of the cheapening of sugar by the repeal of 
the duties and claims it as a public good, 
which we do not dispute, 

But there is another phase of this duty- 
repealing clause of the new tariff which is 
worthy of serious thought. Suppose the Mo- 
Kinley bill had let the old wool and woolen 
duties alone, but had inciuded the raw wool 
in the Aldrich amendment for reciprocity pur- 
poses with wool-growing countries. If the 
bill had provided that the President should 
be authorized to offer Argentine, Australia, 
and other wool-growing countries to remove 
our duties and place wool on the free list for 
such of them as would reciprocate by admit- 
ting American woolen goods free of duties, 
Blaine would then have had splendid trading 
material for an advantageous bargain. Sev- 
eral wool-growing countries would undoubt- 
edly have made a deal with him. Free mix 
ing wool would have furnished the people of 
this country with cheaper and better woolen 
goods of every variety, and this imported 
wool would have been mainly paid for by 
exports of American woolen fabrics of all 
kinds, Thus our woolen factories would be 
able to give more employment to capital, 
labor, and machinery, and our steam vessels 
would have fuller cargoes both ways and 
could therefore carry cheaper and sell cheaper, 
and our whole people could buy cheaper and 
better woolen underwear and outer clothing, 
blankets, carpets, and felt hats, and any fabric 
into the composition of which wool entered. 
It is quite within bounds to say that the gain 
to the American people which the adoption of 
the Blaine policy applied to Wool and woolens 
would be worth to this country over 100 mill- 
ions of dollars a year—or more than twice the 
benefit the consumers of free sugar will gain— 
and that, too, without stripping the Treasury of 


a chief source of revenue or adopting the odious, 


dangerous, and perhaps unconstitutional boun- 
ty system. MeKinley, who sneeringly derided 
and bitterly fought Blaine’s wise, statesnian- 
like reciprocity scheme, bungled the wool and 
woolen schedules of the old tariff and fastened 
on the country what will cost it tens of mill- 
ions of annual loss without even the slightest 
gain or benefit to the sheep growers east of the 
arid regions beyond the Missouri. 


3 TRADE WITH ARGENTINA. 

A merehant in Buenos Ayres writes the New 
York Bulletin that recently he had to refuse 
an order for about $10,000 worth of dry goods 
from the United States because of the condi- 
tion that they must reach that port not later 
than June, which was about four months from 
the date of the order. The goods ate of a 
kind of which there is always an available 
stock, but it was almost certain that delivery 
could not be made within the required time, 
and therefore the order was sent to Europe 
where it could be filled because of frequent 
steamer communication between that conti- 
nent and the Argentine country. 

Here is one case pointing to the desirability 
of better trading facilities between the United 
States and the countries lying to the south 
ofus. Of course the amount of trade at 
present offered would be inadequate to pay 
expenses, and therefore it canndt be expected 
that private capital will undertake the est ab- 
lishment of steamer lines, hence the necessity 
of government aid in those directions which 
promise the best results. There is reason to 
believe the matter is now under consideration 
by the Government at Washington, but/ it is 
hardly probable that an immediate essay will 
be made in the case of Argentina. The 
finances of that country are too 
much prostrated to warrant the hope 
of an immediate revival of that abil- 
ity to pay and that confidence which 
is necessary to business. The story of the 
Argentine collapse bas not all been told yet. 
Recent advices from Berlin state that capital- 
ists there are extremely anxious in regard to 
their holdings of Argentine securities, Their 
desire to realize is described as intense, and 
the fear is entertained that bad news from 
Buenos Ayres might precipitate a stampede of 
selling. Indeed it is hinted that disaster from 
this cause was only averted last month by the 
interposition of the Commissioners of the 
Berlin Exchange. They prevented about 
half the selling orders from being executed 
and ordered the rest of the selling to be post- 
poned to some future time. That is a rough 
and ready way of staving off trouble, 
but it would hardly be available here. 
Such a measure would be more likely 
to precipitate the evil it was wished to avoid, 
and it is difficult to see that it is more than 
deferred in the German Capital. Last Tues- 
day’s action by the Argentine Cabinet, sus- 
pending till next June the payment’ of 
deposits in the national and provincial 


banks, shows that the German alarm 


was not without good cause, It is 
natural to expect that even if the European 


markets should escape an Argentine panic) 


they will for a long time suffer under the

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The Union League Club of New York City. 
in its declaration regarding the New Orleans 
massacre and its accompanying resolutions, 
sounds a timely and much-needed warning. 
The resolutions reported by the club’s Com- 
mittee on Political Action are as follows: 


Resolved, That we call upon the General Gov- 
ernment and the several States to use all lawful 
means that they possess to prevent the importa- 
tion of criminals and paupers; that we call upon 
the courts to-be rigid in administering the laws as 


with the rights of citizenship. — 

Resolved, That we call upon the press and the 
public to agitate and discuss the subject of the 
importation of criminals and paupers, to the end 
that if present laws are not sufficient to save our 
country from this great peril others may be en- 
acted that shall be “actual to that end. 


The resolutions. quoted above contain the 
imperative duty of this Nation if it would 
save itself from being overwhelmed by the 
dangerous classes, particularly from Southern 
Europe. At the very outset this country was 
settled by peopie of English stock from the 
composite population of England. At an 


| early day it received. accessions of Scotch- 


Irish and of Germans, who largely settled in 
New York and Pénnsylvania. After the Revo- 
lution came the Catholic Irish and the tide of 
German emigration was increased largely. 
These wére followed in course of time by emi- 
grants from the extreme north of Europe. 
All these races which codperated in the early 
building up of this country were akin either 
by language or institutions. The Teutonic 
races were the originators of the system of 
representative government. All these immi- 
grants therefore easily amalgamated and 
worked harmoniously together in the early 
development of the country. 

In later years other parts of Europe began, 
slowly at first but soon in great numbers, to 
send over here a different class—Russian Jews, 
Polish Jews, Slavs, Huns, and Italians, the 
latter from the very porest parts of Italy, in 
the heel of the boot. They have poured in 
here from Naples and Sicily, low-down peas- 
ants, lazzaroni, brigands, and thieves. The 
Slavs are aliens to the rest of the north of 
Europe not only in language and institutions 
but in race feeling. They are equaily at odds 
with our system of government. They neither 
know nor care te know anything about 
representative government. They have been 
accustomed to the idea of despotism. They look 
not to the law or the Nation buttothe great 
White Tsar. Arrived here, they must learn 
our language and the character of our insti- 
tutions—a hopeless’ task, as they have no ap- 
preciation of the republican idea. They are 
as incompetent as the Chinese, whom we have 
had to bar out, although they do not mir 
with us politically or socially. It is impossible 
to make the Asiatic mind conceive what the 
republican form of government means. 

To the present time we have been encourag- 
ing this offensive, dangerous, and alien class 
of immigrants. We have been using the 
sponge, absorbing everything good or bad, 
safe or dangerous, when we should have been 
using the sieve to sift out the chaff and worth- 
less stuff from thé good grain. We have now 
not only to check the wholesale importation 
of paupers and criminals but of all elements 
which do not assimilate with us. As these res- 
olutions set forth, there must be a more rig- 
orous emigration law to shut out the scum of 
Europe, and a more careful and vigorous ap- 
plication of thé naturalization laws so that 
there shall no longer be any opportunities to 
invest improper persons with citizenship and 
add to the following of the Democratic party, 
which naturally absorbs all this seum and 
criminal element and utilizes it regardless of 
legality or honest. citizenship. There is no 
more important subject to be considered by 
wise, good, and piitriotic citizens. If some 
remedy is not found we shall be overwhelmed 
with the invasion of Slavs, Huns, and Sieil- 
ians as completly and as fatally as was Rome 
when the Northern hordes swept down 
upon it. . 


OVERDOING THE WOOL BUSINESS. 

The effect of a tariff law depends largely 
on the person who construes it. It is difficult 
to frame a law imposing.duties, many of whose 
provisions cat.not be interpreted more or less 
mildly. With McKinley Secretary of the 
Treasury all the dubious clauses of his bill 
would be construed. against the consumer. 
While he is not at the head of the Treasury 
Department another Ohioan is, and he ap- 
pears to have fallen—as far as wool is con- 
cerned—under the malign influence of the 
three Ohio ram-taisers, who, if they had their 
own way, would forbid the importation of a 
pound of foreign wool, no matter if it was o 
a kind which cannot be grown profitably in 
this country. . 

The new tariff law provides that 
the duty upon wool of the sheep of hair of the 
camel, goat, alpaca, and other like animals 
which has been sorted or increased in value by the 
rejection of any part of the original fleece, shall 
be twice the daty to which it would be otherwise 
subject; provided, that skirted wools as now im- 


ported are hereby excepted, 
It has been held up to this time that this 


provision for a double duty on the sorted wool 
did not apply to the cheap third-class wools, 
which are used chiefly in the manufacture of 
carpets. That Was the decision of the local 
appraisers. As the duty on third-class wools 
is an ad valorem one, the amount of the duty 
paid increases if the wodl is made more valu- 
able by the rejection of poorer parts of the 
original fleece. The duty on other wools is 
specific, and there is reason for the provision 
quoted above so far as they aré concerned, 

The Secretary of the Treasury has ruled 
that this provision applies to the cheapest 
grade of wools. The result. will be that the 
duties on a large quantity will rise from 32 
and 50 per cent to 64 and 100 per cent. These 
mixing wools will cost the manufacturer more, 
and he will have to charge more for his goods, 
Nor will the Ameriean wool-grower be bene- 
fited, because he does not grow this kind of 
wool which the manufacturers need for mix- 
ing purposes,’ The whole country will be 
harmed, because 65,000,000 people will have 
to pay more for their woolen clothing. 

These Ohio ram-raisers told the farmers last 
year that the increased duties on wool would 
raise the price of their fleeces. Time has 
shown that they were mistaken. The price of 
domestic wool has not advanced, and foreign 
wool keeps on pouring in in increased quanti- 
ties. The manufacturers must have it if they 
are going to keep on manufacturing. The 
number of pounds of wool imported in Feb- 
ruary, 1890, Was 5,214,604. The importations 
for the corresponding month of this year 
footed up 11,789 O- more than twice as 
much—and that, too, in spite of the higher du- 
ties. 

Therefore Messrs, Harpster, Delano, and 
Lawrence have persuaded Secretary Foster to 
put à construction on the law which they 
think will check the importation of wool, and 
which will make carpet wools cost the Ameri- 
can manufacturer nearly twice as much as 
they do his English competitor. This will not 
help the American wool-grower, but it will 
force the manufacturer to ad vande his prices, 
and at the next session of Congress he wilt be 
asking for more protection because of the ad- 
vanced price of the raw material, or for tlie re-

WORSE THAN u OLD LAKE-FRONT 


The attempt was made by the Lake-Front 
act of 1869 to turn over to the Illinois Central, 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, and the 
Michigan Central, which used then the same 
depot, the three blocks of land between Ran- 
dolph and Monroe streets, they to pay there- 
for $800,000 to the city. With the two northern 
blocks the State had nothing whatever to do, 
they having been given to the city direct by 
the General Government for park purposes. 
The block between Monroe and.Madison the 
city held under 4 different title. The land had 
passed from the General Government to the 
Canal Commissioners, and had been dedicated 
by them to public uses. 

As is well known, Judge Drummond’s in- 
junction saved the Lake-Front. The railroad 
companies tendered the $200,000, which was 
the first installment of the $800,000, but the 
city would not accept it. In 1878 the Lake- 
Front act, whose passage was secured by 
notorious bribery, was repealed. Judges Har- 
lan and Blodgett have decided that that re- 
pealing act was valid, that the city has an in- 
defeasible title to the Lake-Front lands from 
Park row to Randolph street, and that it has 
the right to construct, whenever it sees fit, 
docks and wharves in the outer harbor, be- 
tween the shore and the Government dock 
line. That that decision will be sustained by 
the Supreme Court, to which it has been ap- 
pealed, no one doubts—not even the railroad 
company. Were if as sure of winning its case 
as it pretends to be it would make no compro- 
mises, but would insist on its full pound of 
flesh. 

What a piece of short-sighted folly on the 
part of the city it would be, then, to give for 
nothing the four blocks from Randolph to 
Adams, when it refused in 1869 to sell three of 
them for $800,000. It refused that sum at a 
time when the real value of the Lake-Front 
property was but dimly conjectured. For it 
to give away that valuable land now would be 
to excel the folly of Esau, who bartered his in- 
heritance for a mess of pottage. 

Some of these blocks which it is proposed 
to give away can de so used as to bring to the 
city a large yearly income, which will be ex- 
pended for public purposes—for the Police 
and Fire Departments, street-cleaning, street- 
hghting, etc. The citizens are entitled to this 
income, and they must not permit themselves 
to be deprived of it in order to please a rail- 
rqad or to improve the property of a few hun- 
dred individuals who aré anxious to see the 
railroad tracks removed tu a distance from 
their houses. The question is a simple one. 
Shall over a million people be damaged in 
order that about a hundred people may be 
benefited? Since the object of legislation, 
whether it be by Congresses, or State Legis- 
latures, or City Councils, is to do the greatest 
good to the greatest number, the question 
must be answered in the negative, The vast 
majority must not be deprived of their rights 
to confer privileges on an insignificant minor- 
ity. 

Every effort to give away those four blocks 
which it has been decided are thé property of 
the city must be squelched summarily. The 
city has been fighting for twenty-two years 
the attempts of the railroad companies to get 
hold of three of them for a grossly inadequate 
price. Is it going to give up the fight after it 
has won the battle, and give away four blocks 
for nothing? 


Tun Peoria Transcript betrays curious ig- 
norance of the geogra phy of the Chicago San- 
itary District. Tun Trreunwse has stated on 
various occasions that to construct a channel 
in accordance with the terms of the Drainage 
law, and to pour into that channel 600,000 
cubie feet per minute of lake water drawn 
through the Chicago River and the South 
Braneh would cost the Drainage District a 
hundred millions In answer to that the 
Transcript says: 

It is not the people of the valley who propose 
the most expensive route that could be selected. 
The expensive route is simply the pretext by 
which the board expects to go blameless in ask- 
ing for an amendment that does away with every 
hope of recompense to the people who are com- 
pelled to receive the stinking iniquity. Nature's 
route is abandoned, and one thiekly built up with 
man’s business houses is selected, 

And it adds further that the water which is 
to be poured into the Illinois should not flow 
along a bayou” like the South Branch, but 
should pursue the “route over which an 
ancient river once coursed ’’—that is, along the 
line of Stony Creek and the Calumet feeder to 
the Sag. 

The Transcript dees not seem to be aware 
of the fact that the territory through which it 
wishes water drawn from the lake is not in 
the Chicago Sanitary District, but is in what 
will be, when organized, the Calumet District. 
The Chicago Trustées have no authority to in- 
vade another district and to lay out through it 
a channel which would carry off none of the 
sewage of this district, The lake water to be 
used for the dilution of the Chicago sewage 
must passthrough the South Branch. At the 
cost of a few millions that bayou can be 
widened and stfaightened so it will carry 
250,000 cubic feet a minute, But to give it a 
capacity of 600,000 cubic feet would entail an 


expense of fifty milnons or more. There is no 


way by which the Chicago Sanitary District 
can send 600,000 cubic feet of water per minute 
down to the Illinois; especially when called on 
to cut a channel of the size prescribed in the 
law, without bankrupting itself. Has the 
Peoria paper no better suggestion to make 
than that this district shall build a channel for 
the Calumet one? me

for transportation to Italy. The officers of 
the Burgundia told Palmeri that the rest of 
the Itali were around somewhere ”’ and 
would be aboard the ship when she sailed.

commissions. Instead of regulating and pun- 
ishing the roads which persist in or declare 
themselves in favor of paying commissions 
they ought to bounce every blackmailing t 
in their — The strong lines, such as 
the Pennsylvania, Michigan Central, and 
Lake Shore, are doing this, but the weaker 
lines, although they to do so, really en- 
courage their agents to accept commissions 80 
as to avoid paying them large salaries.

The General Passenger 
Agent of that road has notified the Alton (and 
also the Burlington before it was known the 
latter had backed doWn) that his road would 
continue to take their business, boycott or no 
boycott.

zw York, April 10.—[Special.]—The Alton 
stands as firm in its position as ever and shows 
no signs of weakening..

There is now in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Kansas, and Missouri an excess of moisture, 
and an average in Nebraska and Iowa. The 
Dakotas and Minnesota are in better condi- 
tion for spring seeding than they have been 
for three years. The grass crop, one of the 
most important to the general interest of the 
whale country, promises fairly. 

Spring Wheat. é 

In Southern Minnesota the present week h 
been cold and little progress has been made 
with seeding. The ground is in fair shape, 


the snow about all gone, and the coming week , 


promises to see the farmers all at work. Seed- 
ing is about fifteen to twenty days later than a 
year ago. The reserves in farmers’ hands are 
small. In Central Minnesota the weather has 
also been cold and cloudy, There is plenty of 
moisture in the ground. A little wheat -has 
been sown in Southern Dakota. The ground 
contains enough moisture to start crops after 
they are in, but as yet there is no excess. The 
reserves of wheat are generally reported as 
not more than enough for seed and home con- 
sumption. Farmers are generally en 
with the opening prospects for a crop. : 
In North Dakota seeding will be general the 
coming week. The surface is well supplied 
with moisture. The snow and rain of the last 
three weeks have put the ground in better con- 
dition forseeding than it has been for five 
years. reserves in farmors’ hands are 


akotas seed wheat is scarce, so much so, 
that it looks now as if this fact would have 
effect to reduce the general acreage of the 
crop in these States.

_ Genesis of the United States. 

“The Genesis of the United States,” by 
Alexander Brown of the Virginia Historical 
Society, is a work dealing with the history of 
this continent chiefly from 1605 to 1615, Tt 
covers, therefore, a period concerning which 
little has been known hitherto. From the 
time of the Jamestown settlement down there 
is a mass of material, Prior to that there bas 
been next to nothing to explain the why and 
wherefore of the lish movements towards 
colonization. It is therefore of extreme 
value to the student of American history. 

Some of the documents given by Mr. 
Brown are from the Spanish archives at Si- 
manecas, They are letters from the represent- 
atives of the Spanish Government at London, 
who were watching closely every move on the 
part of the English to make settlements in 
America, which a looked on as her per- 
sonal property. Every scrap of intelligence 
which could be gathered up was sent to 
Madrid, and the King was urged to defeat the 
attempts of the English to establish colonies 
by dealing with them as mercilessly as was 
done with the Huguenots who settled in South 
8 A great deal of. in tormation about 
the doings a lans of English adventurers 
which is not to found in English records 
has, thanks to the activity of King Philip’s 
Ministers, been preserved in those of Spain. 

Besides these valuable gleanings from the 
Spanish archives Mr. Brown gives in whole or 
in part a number of rare contemporaneous 
tracts and other documents of which no his- 
torian has availed himself as yet.

It is shown\by Mr. Brown that up to the

the reign of Eiizabeth that some kind of a 
claim must be made.

ZULU WOMEN BUILD THEIR HOUSES. 


How the Structure Is Made of Vines, Poles, 
Oreepers, and Mud. 

The Zulu woman is the architect and builder 
of the Zulu house, and the style of architect- 
ure is known in the colonies as wattle and 
daub.” It looks like an exaggerated beehive, 
for the Zulu mind has this peculianty, that it 
‘cannot grasp the idea of anything that is not 
round or elliptical in form. There are no 
Squares in nature. To build her house the 
woman traces a circle on the ground fourteen 
feet in .diameter, and getting a number of 
long. limber branches she sticks them firmly 
into the ground and then bends the tops over 
and ties them with fiber obtained from the 
numerous creepers, or monkey ropes.”’
